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Annual Report of the 
Department of Public Printing and Stationery 


Introduction 


The first part of this report consists of a concise description of the 
salient features and principal activities of the Department during the year 
under review. 


Statistical information required to be included in the Annual Report 
of the Department, in compliance with the Public Printing and Stationery 
Act, will be found in the second part. Supplementary data are also included 
to give the reader a more comprehensive picture of the Department’s 
operations. 


The Tables in this part are grouped under the general descriptive headings 
—Printing, Stationery, Publications, Financial Statements and are numbered 
consecutively for convenient reference. 


Printing Production 


In terms of printing volume, the second and third Sessions of the 
24th Parliament proved to be among the largest Sessions on record. The 
increase in Hansard and other parliamentary printing work is of course 
reflected throughout the plant and in linotype production in particular, which 
explains the net increase in the volume of work in this area from 281,410,302 
to 290,694,084 ems. The total number of ems set shown in Table I as 
439,153,947 is explained by the fact that the production figures of Patent 
Printing and Dominion Bureau of Statistics plants are included for the first 
time with the main plant figures. This is also responsible for the apparent 
increase in the number of letterpress impressions and the number of impres- 
sions shown for the 17” x 22”, 18” x 24” and 22” x 34” offset press group. 


Patent Printing 


An important change has taken place in the production of patents 
which, in the years previous, had been printed from 10” x 15” paper offset 
plates produced on manually-operated equipment. During the year, newer

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equipment was added with the result that the paper plates are now produced 
from a web at the rate of 1,200 feet per hour. The change has resulted in 
an appreciable reduction in the cost of patents. 


Plant Studies 


In connection with the work measurement programme initiated in the 
main plant last year, a series of lectures was arranged to provide the partici- 
pants, who were both management and supervisory personnel, with a back- 
ground of the techniques to be used. The periods of instruction amounted 
to sixteen hours and covered theory and some practical classroom applications. 


Having thus prepared the way, actual work studies leading to production 
standards were commenced in October 1959. By April of this year, production 
standards were effected covering all camera procedures and offset presses 
Ley lark ee LO) ee) enzo 


The results of these standards are expected to be threefold: First, 
operating efficiency should show an improvement with unit costs being 
reduced. Second, as a basis for estimating they will provide a more valid unit 
of measurement. Third, work standards will provide the means for better 
scheduling of work. 


The work measurement technique was also applied during the year to 
the assessment and evaluation of new processes and equipment. 


Printing Units 


Comparative platemaking and press statistics given in Part II provide 
production data for each unit operated under the jurisdiction of this Depart- 
ment in the Ottawa area as well as other centres across Canada. As a result 
of a Civil Service Commission report, the Treasury Board has directed the 
transfer of the printing function of several government departments to the 
jurisdiction of the Queen’s Printer. A special committee was formed and, 
during the period August to March, fifteen committee meetings were held 
and arrangements were made in co-operation with government departments 
to implement the Treasury Board instruction. Printing Units were established 
in the Citizenship and Immigration Building and the Garland Building to 
service government departments in these areas. 

The net addition recorded in the sales or monetary value of work 
produced by the units is due, in part, to the net addition of the two units 
taken over by this Department during the year. 

The gradual transfer of departmental printing functions will result, 
in due course, in this Department taking over the operations of printing 
pools heretofore under the jurisdiction of the Civil Service Commission, the 
Departments of National Health and Welfare, Veterans Affairs, Trade and 
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Commerce, Fisheries, Transport, Labour and Public Works. This re-allocation 
of work within the Public Service will involve the transfer of some sixty-nine 
(69) employees who will be added to the staff strength of this Department 
with corresponding reductions of staff in the departments affected by this 
action. 


Engineering and Maintenance 


Plant engineering made further advances during the year in its improve- 
ment programme, serving the various printing plants of the Department, in 
the design, purchase specifications, rental, installation, maintenance, altera- 
tions, disposal, manufacture and rebuilding of equipment. 

The results of this programme are gratifying in that the costs of these 
functions have again been reduced: 7.8% for each $100.00 of printing 
production and 12.5% for each 1,000 impressions produced. 

Maintenance personnel rebuilt twenty-nine small offset presses, one 
folding machine, six electric trucks and one hundred and thirty-nine electric 
motors, thus maintaining production requirements and, at the same time, 
keeping capital equipment expenditures to a minimum. 

The development of the planning and scheduling programme for 
machinery maintenance continued to progress with the improvements to the 
equipment inventory, technical library and the analysis of historical work 
orders. The resulting formalized documentation brings management closer 
to a position whereby machinery maintenance may be scientifically forecast. 


Commercial Printing 


Progress was made during the year in revising work procedures designed 
to simplify the procurement of job printing through commercial channels. 
With the introduction of more detailed specifications prepared by planning 
officers in Production Branch, it has been possible to accelerate the tendering 
procedure for printing work. Complete specifications now accompany all 
invitations to tender as well as the purchase orders, upon issue to the success- 
ful tenderer, a procedure which has been favourably received in the industry. 

Special attention was also given during the year to the procurement of 
engravings, plate printing, mat service, book binding and typesetting, resulting 
in improved service. 

The value of commercial printing contracts awarded during the year 
was $5,709,931 as compared to $5,531,906 for the previous year, a net 
increase of $178,025. 


Stationery Procurement 


It may be of interest to note that although there was a slight decrease 
in the number of requisitions for stationery items received from departments, 
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the total sales value of issues from stationery stores increased by $31,645.10. 
This situation is attributed to a change in procedure by some departments 
requesting their supplies shipped to district offices for redistribution locally 
rather than having smaller shipments directed to local offices. 

A revised stationery catalogue was issued during the year. This new 
edition includes standard prices information, applicable standards and speci- 
fications adopted by the Canadian Government Specifications Board, along 
with standard packaging information to aid departments in preparing 
requisitions. 


Stationery Stores 


Throughout the fiscal year, the number of stores inventories remained 
constant at forty-five (45), although this number will shortly be increased 
to fifty (50) by the formation of five (5) new sub-stores required to service 
new outside printing units transferred under the jurisdiction of this 
Department. 


The establishment of a controlled skid bank within the Stores organiza- 
tion has completely eliminated the necessity of manufacturing new skids and 
is reducing skid repair costs to a minimum. 


The total value of all stores at year end amounted to $2,172,650 and 
the value of store issue transactions for the year was $7,343,944. 


General Purchases 


During the fiscal year ended March 31, 1960, the Purchasing Branch 
placed over 35,000 purchase orders involving a total expenditure of 
$18,407,760. Included in this amount are all purchases for envelopes, office 
equipment, paper, plant, equipment, plant supplies, printing and stationery 
required for this and other departments. 


Office Machines 


Comparative data on the value of office machines repairs for Parliament 
and government departments are given in Table 6. Experience during the 
year indicated that the cost of maintaining expensive bookkeeping and 
accounting machines, as and when required, could be done at less cost than 
standard maintenance contracts, but the meagre savings thus effected were 
not considered sufficient to offset overhead charges and costly delays in 
servicing departmental needs. It is therefore proposed that these machines 
be placed under maintenance contracts commencing this fiscal year 1960-61. 
A total of 399 pieces of equipment to the value of $79,385 were supplied 
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without charge to government departments from stock turned over to the 
Department for re-allocation in accordance with standing Treasury Board 
instructions. 


Technical Research Committee 


The Technical Research Committee comprised of technicians of the 
Department, investigated over 300 requests for office machines and equip- 
ment required in regional and local offices of departments for duplicating 
and copy preparation. During the year, the Committee approved 293 machines 
comprising 28 different types. 


Canadian Government Publications 


Total sales of Canadian Government publications and advertising in 
the Canada Gazette for 1959-60 amounted to $1,138,179 deposited in the 
Consolidated Revenue Fund, an increase of $43,161.49 over 1958-59. Of 
this amount, the sales of publications to the general public amounted to 
$888,143 in comparison with $864,275 in 1958-59, an increase of $23,868. 

Approximately 60,000 letters enquiring about the availability, price, 
etc., and requesting miscellaneous particulars concerning Canadian Govern- 
ment and UNESCO publications and involving research work, were answered 
by form letter or appropriate notation on the customers’ letters. 

It is interesting to note that there has been a marked increase in requests 
from foreign countries for information about Canadian Government publica- 
tions. Almost 4,000 such letters were answered during the 1959-60 fiscal! year. 


Queen’s Printer’s Bookshop 


The Queen’s Printer’s Bookshop, at the corner of Mackenzie Avenue 
and Rideau Street, in the heart of the National Capital, is the first retail 
store opened by the Queen’s Printer for the sales of Canadian Government 
publications as well as for those special books sold exclusively in Canada 
by the Queen’s Printer as the Canadian agent for certain international 
organizations of which Canada is a member nation. 

The Ottawa Bookshop holdings are not maintained primarily for 
producing sales revenue but rather they are collectively a service stock made 
available as a service to clients who might purchase as the result of reference 
or research assistance offered or through personal perusal. 


International Organizations’ Publications 


During the past year, the Department has been appointed the exclusive 
agent in Canada for the sales of publications issued by the following inter- 
national organizations: United Nations, agreement effective as of September 1, 
1959, and the Food and Agriculture Organization of the United Nations, 
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agreement effective as of January 1, 1960. The Department continued to 
handle UNESCO publications and the first complete year has shown gratify- 
ing results: $18,950 worth of publications and subscriptions were sold. 

International organizations’ publications are listed in the “Monthly 
Catalogue” and special mailing lists have been established in order to inform 
potential buyers about new titles of interest. It is expected that further 
agreements will shortly be signed with the World Health Organization, the 
Organization of European Economic Co-operation, and with others. 

The Department thus will shortly be the central agency from where 
the Canadian public may obtain all its requirements for publications of organi- 
zations which are worldwide or regional in scope and of which Canada is a 
member nation. 


Authorized Free Distribution of the Annual Statutes of Canada 


At the end of the year, 2,489 copies of the English edition of the 
Statutes of Canada for 1959, and 809 copies of the French edition were 
distributed free of charge to authorized persons and institutions, as provided 
in T.B. directive 478983. In addition, 1,380 English and 491 French sub- 
scriptions to the Canada Gazette Part II were being sent free of charge to 
those officials listed in Table 9, who are entitled to and have requested such 
complimentary service. 


Mailing Service 


The steady increase in the Department’s distribution activities had a 
notable effect on the mounting volume of mail despatched during the year. 

Additionally and on behalf of other government departments, by means 
of pre-addressed tapes, the Department processed 2,793,568 copies of bulk- 
mailed periodicals shipped post-free. Since the use of franked address “‘boxes”’ 
pre-printed on the back cover of periodicals, there are no longer any mailing 
costs for this method of distribution and the Department, in turn, makes no 
charge for this service to customer departments. In the discharge of this 
function, it is interesting to note that the Department has materially assisted 
the Post Office Department because in the despatch of all outgoing mail, 
it takes care of primary sorting thus freeing the Post Office from this task 
and filled bags are loaded directly on to the mail trains. 


Financial Operations 


The financial statements which will be found in Part II of this report 
have been compiled by the general ledger accountant. During the year, 
similar statements were prepared on a monthly basis, as an aid to the manage- 
ment of the Department. Despite increases in the number of deposit accounts 
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and unit printing sales, complete accounting service was provided without 
increase in staff through better coordination. 

In cost accounting, emphasis was placed during the year to establishing 
systematic cost control of stores and work in process with a view to keeping 
variances to the lowest possible level. In addition, standard prices were 
established for all store items to avoid discrepancies in the book value of 
merchandise in stores. The cost research group formed during the year was 
called upon to investigate the financial implications of several projects and 
its motivated recommendations resulted in savings to the Department. The 
technical adviser to financial services Superintendent has greatly assisted in 
these tasks and has been assigned to the certification of prices for work 
awarded to commercial contractors. 


Financial Statements 


Sales of printing and stationery to Parliament and government depart- 
ments have increased by $895,996 as compared with the previous year. 
This amount includes additional sales of $331,845 recorded by the field 
units of the Department for work previously done in their duplicating pools 
and which have since been transferred to the jurisdiction of this Department, 
as mentioned elsewhere in this report. This sum also includes sales of a 
miscellaneous nature, such as printing supplies and paper issued to depart- 
ments. The value of printing work produced in the main plant and the printing 
unit at D.B.S. is up by slightly over $300,000 for the year. After due allow- 
ance for the increase in rates resulting from wage increases granted during the 
year and additional cost of raw materials, the greater portion of the net 
increase reflects larger volume required for parliamentary work and patent 
printing. Stationery sales, on the other hand, have increased very slightly 
as compared with 1959 and there were no significant changes in the price 
structure. 

The excess of revenue over expenditure at year’s end amounted to 
$180,187, which is 1.4% of sales excluding the value of work awarded under 
contract. While this variance is somewhat higher than that of last year, it 
remains a very small percentage of recoveries over disbursements and no 
change in the present scale of rates to government departments appears 
warranted. 


Staff Strength 


The departmental staff establishment totalled 1,892 positions, an increase 
of nine over the past year. These positions were allocated as follows:— 
Administration and Finance—171 positions; Purchasing, Procurement and 
Stores—199 positions; Publications—91 positions; Printing Production Main 
Plant—1,013 positions; Outside Printing Production—360 positions; and 
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Engineering—58 positions. Of these positions, 1,744 were filled as of March 
31, 1960. The staff changes during the year included 196 separations and 
205 new appointments. Fifty-one (51) promotional competitions were con- 
ducted by the Personnel Division acting on behalf of the Civil Service 
Commission. 


Staff Training 


Under the apprenticeship programme, fifty-three (53) apprentices in 
Composition, Letterpress, Offset and Bindery trades received training and 
seventeen (17) trainees were promoted to journeyman status following 
examinations held under the auspices of Training Division. The Boards for 
these examinations are composed of Management and trade group represent- 
atives and were chaired by the departmental Training Officer. In addition, 
the following courses were also given: two courses on Work Measurement 
Appreciation with an attendance of 62 supervisors and trade representatives; 
a night course on Composing Machines with an attendance of 27 trainees; 
a course for Pressmen with an attendance of 15 Apprentice-Pressmen; an 
orientation course on the operation of the Audio Room and a visit to both 
the Audio Room and the Mechanical Accounting Division given to 622 
employees. 


Technical Library 


During the year, the Training Division also assumed responsibility for 
the collection of technical books to be used in the Department. With the 
assistance of the departmental librarians, a system of classification was 
evolved and a catalogue of the library collection was issued which resulted 
in greater use of library resources and facilities. 


Industrial Health 


The nursing counsellors participated actively in the Department’s em- 
ployees health programme both through membership in the Housekeeping 
Committee and also by conducting sanitation inspections in the cafeteria 
and other areas of the plant. Through this section as well, arrangements 
were made for two successful blood donor clinics which were held by the 
Red Cross Society in August 1959 and February 1960. Arrangements were 
also made through the provincial Department of Health for a mass X-ray 
survey in October 1959. 


Wages and Hours of Work 


One of the most significant changes in the working conditions of plant 
employees was the introduction of a 374 hour work week affecting the 
Composition, Letterpress and Bindery trades. | 
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As of March Ist, 1960, all printing trades employees in the Ottawa-Hull 
area were working a standard thirty-seven and a half hour week. As of that 
date, the work week of composition trades employees was reduced from 
thirty-eight and three quarter hours to thirty-seven and a half hours. The 
same change in working hours had taken place early in 1960 for the letter- 
press and bindery trades. 

These changes in working hours for these trades were accompanied 
by wage increases which had the effect of maintaining much the same take- 
home pay for the employees affected as that formerly received for the thirty- 
eight and three quarter hour work week. Lithographic trades employees who 
have been working a thirty-seven and a half hour week for the past few years, 
also benefited from wage increases during the year. These trades received 
a nine cent hourly wage increase effective January 1st. 

The above changes in wage rates and working hours were based on 
similar benefits provided printing trades employees by commercial printing 
firms in the City of Montreal. 

Wage increases also became effective during the year for those printing 
trades classes employed in printing units located at various centres outside 
the Ottawa-Hull area. These wage adjustments took place in accordance 
with changes in the level of wage rates prevailing in the area of employment 
for comparable work. 


Traffic 


Activities in the Shipping Section in 1959-60 again show a substantial 
increase over the previous year. Shipments outside of Ottawa by various 
modes of transportation totalled 6,271,000 Ibs. as compared to 6,011,000 Ibs., 
while local deliveries increased from 755,000 pieces in 1958-59 to 797,000 
pieces in 1959-60, with an increase in weight of approximately 800,000 lbs. 
During the same period, the average number of pieces per day delivered 
locally increased from 3,010 to 3,128. 


Suggestion Award Plan 


This was the Department’s first full year of operation under the Sug- 
gestion Award Plan of the Public Service of Canada. During the period, 
over 90 suggestions were received from employees and an almost equal 
number was received from other departments for our assessment. A statistical 
summary of results in all participating departments showed that we placed 
second among those of comparable size. Approximately 12 per cent of the 
suggestions received were approved and implemented, resulting in an esti- 
mated savings to the Department of over $1,300. Some of the suggestions 
were either under investigation or pending implementation at year end, there- 
fore the total savings is expected to be higher. The awards presented to 
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successful suggestors were of both types—cash and awards in kind. The 
presentations were held in the work area and this practice appears to have 
stimulated further interest in the Plan. 

We are confident that our Suggestion Award Plan is growing and the 
quality of suggestions is improving. With further publicity and the continued 
support of top management and supervisors, we expect the Plan will be even 
more successful in the year to come. 


Fire Prevention 


The outstanding work of the fire prevention group, who are volunteers 
from all branches of the Department enrolled in the Civil Defence Organiza- 
tion, gained international recognition this year for its effort in fire prevention. 
In the 1959 International Fire Prevention Contest, the Department won the 
C.A. Thomson Challenge Shield, emblematic of the best work in this field 
in the Canadian Government division, and ranked second for Government 
buildings and operations throughout North America. 


Special Honours and Activities 


On March 24th, the Acting Minister in charge of the Department, the 
Hon. Léon Balcer, presided at a ceremony in honour of nearly 100 employees 
who had completed 25 years of service in the government and the Department 
of Public Printing and Stationery. In his remarks, the Minister expressed his 
appreciation to these employees for their many years of meritorious service 
and presented each one with a commemorative insignia. 

The members of the Civil Defence group were also honoured on this 
occasion for their achievements during the past year as were the Department’s 
hockey and bowling teams, civil service champions in their respective leagues.

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Financial Operations Results 
EXPLANATORY NOTES 


The following observations relate to the consolidated financial statements, Tables 10, 
12. and. 13: 


. In 1959, cost of Direct Materials necessary to produce Stationery Revenue was 


$2,603,517, resulting in a net excess of $53,242. In 1960, cost of Direct Materials 
required to yield a revenue of $2,685,860 was $2,667,242. This reffects a net excess 
of $18,618. All other expenditures incurred in the handling of stationery items are 
not included in this statement as funds are provided by Parliament through an 
appropriation. 


. The net excess of Revenue over Expenditure from printing production was in 1959, 


$93,443. In 1960, this excess of revenue amounts to $161,569. 


. Revenue derived from various Departments for work contracted outside is identical 


to purchase cost. This, though, includes an amount of $67,102 for paper and art 
work supplied by this Department on outside work. In 1959, this represented a total 
sum of $67,433. 


. Any excess of Revenue over Expenditure are remitted as of March 31, 1960, to 


the Receiver General of Canada in order that the Queen’s Printer’s Advance Account 
does not exceed $4,000,000. This explains therefore the exclusion of this excess in 
the Balance sheet. 


. Under operating expenditure, this excludes any fixed items such as rent, heat, 


property tax and depreciation. As the Department of Public Works is the owner of 
Government buildings, cost for rent, heat and tax is provided from its Estimates. 
In so far as depreciation on equipment, this is computed for statistical purposes 
as a guide for replacement only. Funds for purchase of equipment are provided by 
Parliament from an Appropriation: 


. Included in the printing sales for main plant and field units are sales of a mis- 


cellaneous nature of $46,494 and $278,751 respectively. These sales usually consist 
of printing supplies issued to other departments. In addition, the field units also 
dispensed on a small scale stationery items as requested. 


. Under Direct Labour, this represents the prevailing rate wages including accrued 


for employees engaged in the printing operations. Under Operating Expenditure, 
an amount of $1,188,974 is included for salaried employees though some of these 
are assigned to productive operations. 


. Inventories listed herewith are those paid from the Queen’s Printer’s Advance 


Account and recovered through the various revenues. All inventories are valued at 
standard other than Maintenance Stores, Main and Sub-Stores of Typewriter, Drums 
and Containers and Material Returns, claims. The first two are valued at the 
average price method while the remainder are based at actual. 


No sales are being recorded for office machine repairs as this service is paid from 
appropriations for this purpose.
